The group made several recommendations regarding which additions to the table
would potentially bring helpful perspectives. This included those from both the
public and private health insurance payer perspective, as well as a professor, John
Hall, who teaches end-of-life law. Dr. Hickman raised additional concerns, such as
funding problems in relation to pediatric palliative care continuity, aging in place,
and advanced care planning, including revisiting the structure of the living will, how
its framed, and building in more flexibility. Issues of data and information storage
standardization were discussed, including the automation of archival documents in
some systems but not in others. Commissioner Box suggested wallet cards as an idea
to ensure that patients know their options and rights. Chris Brinneman noted that
some systems already have this in use and wider dissemination might be helpful.
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Amy Haskamp raised the concern that many school personnel and staff are not
comfortable following Do Not Resuscitate orders with the pediatric population under
palliative care. Dr. Hickman noted that diversion is also an issue and can create
problems with access. Commissioner Box responded that diversion issues must be
discussed much earlier in the palliative care process. Stacey Sharp raised the issue of
personnel being unable to follow advance care directives, and stating that there is a
